low the State ot North-Carolina nothing for the land ce­ 
ded ; the truth of that aifertion we will not undertake to 
determin«— but we humbly conceive, the terms on which 
Congrefs was empowered to accept the ceiUon, was fully 
cxprelfed in the celfion ail itfelf ; and confequently every 
reafon exillcd for not palfing that ail, that could have ck- 
illed for the repeal ; except that of doing julllce to tho 
United States ia general } who upon every principle of na­ 
tural juftice, are equally entitled to the laai ttiat has beeil 
conquered by our joint efforts } and wc kMmbly than)e 
North-Carolina, for every fentiment of regard
